Condition is Bad, But Im- 


mediate Crisis is Not 


Apprehended. 


Utica, N. Y., Oct.'28.—Alarming rum- 


ors regarding the condition of Vice 
President Sherman influenced hi» phy- 
sician, Dr. F. N. Peck to issue the fol- 
lowing bulletin today: 


"Vice President Sherman i» a very ill 


man although the reports in circulation 
during the night were greatly exagger- 
ated. 
Mr. Sherman was sitting up 


yesterday and he walked about the 
house from room to room. His condi- 
tion i« bad. it is true, but I do not ap- 
prehend any. immediate crisis." 


Close friends of Mr. Sherman admit 


that his condition is very serious and 
that he has had sinking ipclls at times 
during the summer. It was stated to- 
day that he was slightly improved, hut 
Dr. Peck nevertheless was in frequent 
telephone consultation with Dr. Theo- 
dore C. Jancway, of New York. 


The vice president realizes the pre- 


carious nature of his illness and some 
time ago agreed not to undertake any 
campaign work or other duties that 
would tax his strength. 


It was reported from the .residence of 


Vice-President Sherman this afternoon 
that his condition remains such as to 
cause apprehension, and that he does 
not respond as readily as heretofore to 
the remedies that are being given him.

Roehr's body was found this forenoon 


hanging to a tree in the woods about 
a quarter of a mile from the scene of 
the tragedy. It is supposed that the as- 
sassin, fearing summary -action' at the 
hands of a posse, committed suicide. 


Mrs. Roehr and her baby escaped by 


hiding for thrca hours. 
News of the 


triple tragedy reached here this fore- 
noon. 


About a year and a half ago Roehr 


married Ott's daughter. 
They did not 


get along peaceably and Mrs. Roehr 
some time ago took her six-months-old 
baby and returned to her father's house 
just across the road. She then started 
suit for divorce. Roehr started suit for 
the recovery of the child but failed.

was stronger today, but his wound was 
still cpen and he was not gaining 
strength as rapidly as his physicians had 
hoped he would. He was up early for 
the second time since his return and 
took a short walk, but was obliged to 
move slowly. His right side is still sore 
from his wound and the muscles there 
are badly bruised. 


The colonel went to the stable and 


saw Sirdar, his favorite riding! horse, 
for the first time since he was shot. 
Sirdar neighed in recognition of his mas- 
ter, who fed him lumps of sugar, 


Col. Roosevelt was ansaous to ride in 


the open. air in his automobile to Xew 
York on Wednesday, but his physicians 
feared that the jolting of the car would 
be unfavorable to his condition and he 
will go by train. A special car has been 
engaged for the trip. Col. Roosevelt will 
remain just long enough to make his 
speech, returning to his car directly aft- 
erward for the trip home. 


During the forenoon Col. Roosevelt put 


the finishing touches on his Wednesday 
night speech. He then took up his cor- 
respondence. 
Several thousand letters 


and telegrams received while he was in 
the hospital in Chicago and since his re- 
turn to Oyster Bay remain unanswered 
and the colonel probably will be unable 
to catch up until after election.

With others, particularly at 
Garrett, it meets 'with favor, for McLeod 
was looked upon as the • despoiler of the 
Ensley home and of Ensley's home hap- 
piness. At the trial Ensley was proven 
to be an industrious man and the wit- 
nesses called all testified as to his good 
character. 
The relations between Mrs. 


Ensley and McLeod were shown to be 
notoriously bad.

The gift is unparalleled, it Is believed. 


In the history of municipalities, and of 
entailed endowments. 
Mr. 
Melzer, 65 
years old. a bachelor, art<3 a man of broad 
culture, hit upon the plan of -the 260 
years' fund as the best means of perpetu- 
ating his own name and that of 
his 


brother Charles. 
He has had the plan 
in mind for months and recently proposed 
that the City National bank become the 
custodian of the fund. 


Counsel for the bank at first .vetoed the 
project because the law holds entailments 
in perpetuity contrary to public policy be- 
cause of the great wealth that couid be 
accumulated In 
a lonp period. Later, 
however, the counsel decided that the en- 
tailment would not be construed as 
against public policy because the fund was 
to' be devoted at maturity to the public's 
benefit. 


The contract between the bank and Mr.

Among the planks 


in the progressive platform that com- 
mends itself to the thoughtful voter in 
this election is the one pledging the 
party to reform an amendment of the 
laws governing the issuance of patents 
by 
the 
government of 
the 
United 


States. Neither of 
the 
other great 


parties propose any change of existing 
laws or relief for the people from the 
arbitrary and often unconscionable .bur- 
dens created especially by trust owned 
patents. 


It is true that under our constitution 


and statutory laws, as well as by the 
'common law, patent monopoly is per- 
mitted. 
But 'among the advanced civ- 


ilized nations ours is the only one that 
does not regulate by law the use of pat- 
ents in the hands of the patentee and 
their assignees. 


These laws of foreign nations pro- 


vide for a graduated license, limiting 
their existence in case of non-use and 
providing for the payment of an annual 
tax to the .government. 
Also govern- 


ing the transfer and use of same and 
for their forfeiture in the event of vio- 
lation of conditions of their issuance. 


At present cords of patents are "stack'-' 


ed up in the patent office without lim- 
itation of rights of patentee except as 
to the period of their existence, which is 
limited to seventeen years. 
And this 


limitation is nearly always evaded by 
some improvement whereby the patent 
is made a perpetual monopoly. 


All will agree that the framers of the 


constitution acted wisely in providing 
for the' granting of letters patent to in- 
ventors. 
But they did not and could 


not foresee the abuses that have arisen 
under that grant. 


Congress has attempted to act in this 


matter, but what has been done is 
practically 
ineffective 
and 
seems to 


have been wisely phrased so as not to 
accomplish the object sought. So glar- 
ing has become the abuse of tliis priv- 
ilege under the very liberal construc- 
tion of existing patent 
laws by the 


courts that only recently the chief jus- 
tice of the federal court called atten- 
tion to the helplessness of the court un- 
der existing statutes and 
suggested 


remedial legislation. It would be im- 
possible and we believe unnecessary in 
this brief communication to give con- 
crete instances of the extortions prac- 
ticed in the sale of patented products 
and the tyranny of manufacturers in 
fixing arbitrary and extortionate prices 
and forcing dealers to sell at a figure 
named by them to the public. And it is 
lamentable that the courts feel that 
they are the forced and unwilling tools 
of these extortioners. 


It is strange, indeed, that this issue 


raised by 
the_ progressive platform 


should not have 'a more prominent place 
in the forsenic discussions and news- 
papers in this campaign. It is passing 
strange that the old parties ignore it. 


We hear much of the protective tar- 


iff and its alleged abuses from our dem- 
ocratic friends and not a word about 
patent robbers. 


As a matter of fact, the people are 


being robbed in infinitely greater degree 
by trust owned products than they are 
in some respects by the iniquitous 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law. 


Some of the great patent monopolies 


are taking alarm at the issue above re- 
ferred to raised by the progressive 
party and are now endeavoring, through 
the medium of the American Bar asso- 
ciation to lull the a,vakening public in 
this respect. 


f?uch tactics are not new and will not 


succeed. 
It will be remembered that 


when the control of the interstate com- 
merce commission of interstate railroad 
traffic was mooted, these great inter- 
ests, through 
our 
periodicals, loudly 


proclaimed that such a thing was un- 
constitutional and could not be done, 
but.it hss been done and our courts 
have given it the seal of their approval.

So she was a '''suicide" and McFarland 
got his liberty. 


Yet onNthc stand here are the thing's 


which McFarland declared he did to 
his young wife and which, he says, were 
doubtless responsible ior\ier taking her 
own life: 


He beat her. ~ 
He bonfited of his infidelity t.n her. 
He told her he did not lover her any 


longer. 


He taunted he» with his love for 


"Bunny."

He demanded that she divorce him. 
He gave her little or no money. 
And did McFarland hesitate to tell 


these things? 
Were they dragged out 


of iim by the 
prosecution, word by 


vert! Not at all. They were 
the 


things which McFarland wanted to tell 
because they were the things which con- 
stituted his defense—by -tvhich he hoped 
to get his freedom. Sworn, he willingly 
admitted himself, brute, ingrate, liar, 
theif and libertine—everything but mur- 
derer. And it worked out his way—he 
was let go! 


Trouble began with the. McFarlands 


soon after the birth of their second 
child. ..It came simultaneously with the 
meeting of 
McFarland 
and Florence 


Bromley, of Philadelphia, a 
dashing 


young divorcee. An attachment sprang 
up immediately between the two and 
little Mrs. McFarland was soon totally 
neglected.

As soon as the trial 
was over slip and McFarland rushed to 
the court house to got a marriage li- 
cense, but it was refused because Miss 
Bromley did not have her divorce papers 
with her. 


But there are new complications in 


the way of this marriage, to be built, 
if it is built at all, upon the death of 
a • heart-broken girl-mother.

of 


these is a sudden, bitter opposition to 
the union on the part of Bunny's father 
and the other (seems to lie with Mc- 
Farland himself. 


For, now that he is free, he docs not 


appear to care so much for "Bunny."

Governor Marshsii Talks at If on-Political 


Meeting in Butte. 


Butte, Mont, Oct. 28.—Governor Mar- 


shall, of Indiana, in a non-political ad- 
dress at * local theater yesterday de- 
clared that he would rather see the Amer- 
ican people following a false god than no 
God at all. He said the country was in 
need of a new puritanism that would 
make every man follow the dictates of 
his own conscience rather than the laws 
of legislatures and congress and the ad- 
vice of counsel. 


"There are three classes of men in 


this country," said Governor Marshall. 
"There is the man that obeys the law 
because he. fears it; there is the man 
that obeys the law because he respects 
it, and thirdly and best of all there is 
the man that obeys the law for neither 
of these reasons but because his hearl 
and mind are right.

gains east of the Mississippi river. The

That condition also 
obtains in the Rocky Mountain states, 
where the republicans will hold their 
own.

As I climbed into the surrey at Prince- 


ton, N. J., and told the driver I -wanted 
to see Mrs, Wilson he volunteered the in- 
formation:' "She's a mighty fine woman 
and none of the family puts.on any lugs. 
Me and my eight brothers are going to 
vote for the governor." 


" "Cheering information, to impart to the 
governor's wife," I thought as I alighted 
at,the door of the home of the demo; 
cratie candidate for president. 


"Mrs. Wilson will.see you immedi- 


ately," and hardly had the maid finished 
speaking' when a woman at the zenith • 
of 'her matronly beaut}' entered the room 
and graciously greeted me. Her brown 
eyes had golden glints fn them. Her 
hair, a bronze brown, was rolled back 
from her face and confined in a becom- 
ing Juliette cap made • of bronze braid 
nnd tiny pearl beads. Her complexion 
had lost-some of its freshness of .youth, 
but still retained its color in cheeks and 
lips. Her gown was of lavender char- 
meuse. made somewhat! fuller than is the 
fashion of 
today. Bits of lace were 


placed upon the gown as garniture and 
softly fell aw;ay from the slightly low 
neck and elbow sleeves. 


Mrs. Wilson seemed to me to be the 


type 
of 
the 
woman 
one 
sees 


in the towns from 15,000'to 100,000 in- 
habitants, who has had -leisure for cul- 
ture and travel and has used it to good 
fashion. It was easy to see th'at she 
cares little for fashion, except where she 
considers it artistic and suitable for her- 
self, and I gathered, as much from her 
manner and dress as from her conver- 
sation, that she cares little for the so- 
ciety which is only bent upon amusing 
itself.

tude that she would much prefer her 
avocation of landscape painting and her 
vocation of making a home for her hus 
band and daughters to taking on the 
social duties of the wife of s, president 
Naturally she is'ambitious for her hus- 
band, although she puts it a little differ- 
ently, as she says:.

the city of Tncoma whose case reached 
the United States supremo court. 


It was taken there by Congressman 


Warhurton. 


Ettor's properly 
is in the section 


through which the Milwaukee railroad 
entered. 
The railway agreed with the 


city to fill up tho street, which had never 
been graded, and to make a passable 
driveway. Ettor antl over twenty other 
property owners sued for damages by 
reason of the cut and fill. "Under the 
common law nn damages can ho col- 
lected on an original grade, but an old 
statute had repealed this and allowed

until the Ettor case was started. The 
city attorney went to the legislature, 
then sitting, and on the day the case 
was called, he got the legislature to 
pass a bill killing the law.

Congressman Warburton took the ease to 
the supreme court, where it is now wait- 
ing for trial.

Remarkable Mine in Which 


Unseen Water Congeals 


in Summer. 


SEEN BY A MINISTER 


Philadelphia, Oct. 28.—An ice mine in 


which ice forms naturally during the 
hottest summer weather without any 
supply of water being in evidence has 
just been thoroughly investigated by I 
Rev. 0. Grey Hutchinson. pastor of the 
Baptist church at Spring Mill. Pa. This ' 
remarkable mine is in Sweden valley, 
Potter county, Pennsylvania, about four 
miles south of Coudersport. Dr. Hutch- 
inson said: 


"Just think of ice being formed nat- 


urally in the summer time and the 
warmer the weather 
the greater the 


quantity of ice which is formed. 


"About fifteen years ago some pros- 


pectors in looking for silver found a 
place in Sweden 
valley that looked 


promising to them. They went to dig- 
ging, but instead of finding silver they 
found ice. That it was in the middle 
of an extremely warm summer only 
added to their amazement. 


"The miners were not dismayed in 


their search, however, hut kept on dig- 
ging until they had sunk t\ shaft thirty 
feet doeo. 
Here they struck a rock 


which seemed to be solid, hut when hit' 
ivith a pick gave forth a hollow sound. 
The miners, not caring to risk the rock 
bottom of their mine falling through, 
gavo up the work. 


"Several weeks later, when t'm min- 


ers were passing the abandoned mine, 
thev were amozcd to find it filled with 
ice. 


"During my own investigation I found 


that the 5co area is not confined to the 
mine shaft alone, but extends about 
thirty rods one way and varies from 
three to seven rods in width. 


"In this area grow fprnfi such as grow 


in the colder parts of Alaska, and which 
die as soon as the weather gets cool 
enough to melt tho Ice, for, strange to- 
say, this ice is only formed in hot 
weather. As soon as tho weather be- 
gins to cool, the ice disappears and by 
'he timo real cold weather arrives th«r» 
is no ice at all. 
: 
There is apparently no water in or 


about the mine except when the Ice i* 
melting, or when the weather turns cool.

KILLS SELF BY TAKING ACID.; 


Indiana Man Swallows Deafflty Mqirifl 


in Presence of Family. 


Laporte, Ind., Oct. 28.—With th« ex- 


clamation to his family, "Do you see 
this; I am.going to kill;myself," Wil- 
liam Roling, of Marshall county, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday morning by 
swallowing carbolic acid. 


San Francisco, CaL, Oct. 25.—Freder- 


ick K. Burnham, noted sportsman and 
traveler of New York, has returned to 
San Francisco from Alaska, where he 
spent three months shooting big game. 
Mr. Burnham had a narrow escape from 
death and established what is believed 
to be a record. 


Ou September 12, at Cassia, near the 


Yukon district, Mr. Burnham killed five 
grimly bears in two minutes, firing only 
seven shots. 


It was in performing this feat that 


Mr. Burnham had a close call for his 
life. He suddenly uncovered the group 
of grizzlies behind a clump of bushes, 
iinU the leader, a giant she bear, started 
for him, not more than twenty feet 
away. He killed her with the first shot 
imd was about to shoot another one 
coming in the same direction when his 
Eskimo guide gave the alarm of another 
bear charging from his left rear. Mr. 
Burnham turned just in time to fire 
two shots into the flanking bear, when 
only a. yard nway. He shot three more 
that charged him from the right. 


The record is still more noteworthy 


by considering the fact that Mr. Burn- 
ham fired only four shots from the 
magazine of his rifle, holding one 
for 


safety and firing the last three shots 
by loading singly from the belt.

trict not before visited by white men. 
He went up the Stikino river

Wrangle 100 miles and then proceeded 
120 miles further into the interior by 
pack.
